se n—entertained us through our interpreter, 
Porter, with the following intensely interest- 
ing legend: 


i "Many moons ago,'" said the Indian, with 
i whiff of his pipe, "a party of SioW In- 
lians crept down silently to the shores of 
Me-de-wa-ka—now Lake Como—and gazing 
i moment, disappeared' in the thick under- 
irush that encircled the lake. A young 
3hippewa girl, beautiful as the fawn, with 
: features radiant with perfection, was sitting 
i ipon the bank, toying with the gentle waves 
as they came and kissed her tawny feet, but 
when she saw these enemies of her race, she 
screamed and ran 'to the tepee, which was 
located near the identical spot where the 
^otel now stands. Nim-pe-wa-pa, her broth- 
er—brave, gallant, affectionate—like a deer 
dashed from the wigwam, and catching; his 
sister in his arms, asked—"what fear?" He-

The 
party of ten Ghippewas haye intercepted the 
flying Sioux.

Nim-pe-wa-pa rides like a demon.

the enemy have fallen by his unerring aim: 
and still, with loss of vital force from a 
dangerous wound, be continues the con- 
flict.
